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them to ſeck the Lord their Redeemer, and walkin 
in his light, that they may not be made a prey on by 
men whoſe hearts are exerciſed with covetous practi- 
ſes; And this information we give you under our 
hands, that the innocency of our hearts may be known 
to you, and that the guilt of our innocent ſufferings 
may not lie upon you: Ye may do well to revoke your 
former Order againſt us, or otherwiſe prevent execu- 
tion of it as you ſhall ſee meer, after the good exam- 
ple of Ata/bueryus, who npon a fartter hearing of the 
Cauſe of the Jewes, ſtopped the Decree that He- 
man falſe iniormation he had given out gam üben 
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dominions, though, their laws and manners 
from his; which if yee, and thoſe that be in authori- 
ty over us do the like, it may be a lengthning to your 
. tranquillicy, and we ſhall have joy and gladneſs, that 
In the land of our nativity we, may live peaceably in 
the exereiſe of our Religion, which is pure, and ke eps 
us unſpotted of the world, in godlineis and honeſty : 
But & if you ſtop your ears againſt the crie of the inno» * 
cent, &prelcribe gricvouſneſs for u:, and decree unrigh- 
teous decrees againſt us; then ſhall we, as it is given 
us of Goo, patiently ſuffer for a teſtimony againſt 
you, and the Godin wH¹om we iruſt will plead with 
you by his power, and deliver us; Theretore on him 
we will wait, for our expectations are from him. 
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
